


Hearing on rate increase by GroupWSept.25 


Group W Cable television is requesting 
a rate increase effective Sept. 1, and at next 
Tuesday evening’s Sierra Madre City Council 
mwtina a public hearing will be held in which 
the subject will be discussed both by council 
members and the community. 

Anyone interested in speaking at the 
public hearing should attend this 7:30 p.m. 
meeting, Tuesday, Sept. 25. 

' In a hand-delivered letter to Jim McRea, 
Sierra Madre city administrator, the company 
suggests a rise in the monthly services and 
installation of basic services. The letter was 
sent by Joe Biolsi, general manager of Group 
W Cable, a New York-based company which 
is part of Westinghouse Broadcasting and 
Cable Inc. 

— They request a 41% boost from $7.05 
to $9.95 for basic service and a 216% jump 


from $1.25 to $3.95 for each basic additional 
outlet. 

They wish to charge $19.95 for installa¬ 
tion instead of $16.95 for up to three outlets 
to the company. 

In another hand-delivered letter dated 
July 9 to City Administrator McRea, Biolsi 
says in part, ‘‘While the following charges arc 
not regulated per our ordinance agreement, 
this notice is provided to the City to assure 
the smoothest of communications in imple¬ 
menting changes affecting Sierra Madre resi¬ 
dents, and to keep the city fully informed 
at all times.” 

— Pay services per month are to be 
augmented by 18%, from $10.95 to $12.95.

In October of last year. Group W levied 
a charge of $3 for the converters which are 
imperative to the cable TV sets by each sub¬ 
scriber. Those same converters had been given 
to subscribers before that time, and both the 
city Council members and subscribers disagreed 
with Group W that this $3 charge was fair. 

City Attorney Charles Martin (who now 
serves as special counsel to the city of Sierra

been resolved and a great number of sub¬ 
scribers have refused to pay that charge for 
nearly a year.

In addition, sig¬ 
nificant reductions would bo mado in tho 
Aid to Familloa with Dependant Children 
Program. 

Your “no” vote on Proposition 41 
will help prevent these devastating effects 
to the welfare of our friends and neigh¬ 
bors in Sierra Madre and throughout the 
state. 

Check rules 
for safety 

Sending children back to school this fall 
can be a relief after a long summer of ice 
cream stains and poison ivy. But It can also 
ba an added worry. Especially when you con¬ 
sider National Safety Council statistics which 
show that each year, approximately 1600 
school-age children die, and 15,000 are Injured 
In traffic-related accidents between home and 
school. 

The following safety tips should be dis¬ 
cussed with your children: 

— Always obey traffic police, school patrol 
members, and traffic signals. 

— Walk on the sidewalk, not on the street 
or curb. If you must walk in the road, walk 
facing on coming traffic. And when walking 
In a group, walk single file. 

— Watch out for moving cars hidden by 
stopped cars. Don’t step from behind a parked 
car since approaching traffic can’t see you 
start across. 

— When crossing a street, always look both 
ways, cross quickly and always at right 
angles rather than diagonally. Always cross at 
an intersection or crosswalk. 

— When walking after dark, wear something 
reflective or light colored and carry a flash¬ 
light. 

— Don’t chase anybody or anything into the 
street. 

— Never ride on the handlebars of anyone’s 
bicycle. 

— Walk, don’t ride your bicycle across In¬ 
tersections and crosswalks. 

If your child takes the school bus, here 
are some additional reminders. 

— Walt for a signal from the bus driver or 
crossing guard if you must cross the road to 
get on or off your bus. Then double check for 
yourself before crossing. 

— Qo straight to your seat when you get on 
the bus. Don’t linger in the aisles. 

— Stay seated until the bus stops. 

— Obey the bus driver and avoid loud talking 
or kidding that may distract him or her. 

— Keep your head, arms, and hands inside 
the windows at all times.

Reader urges to write 
lawmakers about ‘Ge¬ 
nocide Convention’ 

How President Reagan 
could endorse that old

group.” But the Geno¬ 
cide Convention further 
defines genocide as 
“causing serious bodily 
or mental harm” to 
members of any “na¬ 
tional, ethnical, racial, 
or religious group.” This 
vague, expanded defini¬ 
tion could subject any¬ 
one to the charge of 
“genocide.” Just what is 
“mental harm?” 

For some strange 
reason, our country is 
criticized for not ratify¬ 
ing the Convention. But 
have we ever committed 
genocide? No! To the 
contrary, the Soviet Un¬ 
ion signed the treaty 
years ago, yet they are 
perhaps the biggest per¬ 
petrators of genocide 
around the globe. They 
keep millions of people 
enslaved in their brutal 
Commnist tyranny; they 
clamp down on uprisings 
in Poland; they use bio¬ 
logical and chemical 
warfare against the free¬ 
dom fighters in Afghan¬ 
istan; and they recently 
aided the Sandinistas in 
slaughtering roughly 
1000 Miskito Indians in 


Nicaragua. What hypoc¬ 
risy!

Sierra Madre was hit by a sudden, quite 
violent rain and wind storm mid-afternoon Sunday 
and parts of the town did not have resumption of 
electricity until the following day. 

A spokesman for the Sierra Madre Volunteer 
Fire Dept, said they first heard news of the storm 
from the L.A. County Fire Dept, at about 3:15 
p.m., then about five minutes later Monrovia 
reported the storm. Moments later it hit Sierra Mad¬ 
re. 

According to Police Chief Bill Betts, the first 
power outages occurred before 3:30 p.m. 

The fire department made 14 runs because of 
cables and electric wires being down, with the first 
outage on N. Grand View west of Baldwin where 
there was a pole-to-pole line fire. Calls came in 
quite rapidly after that one, the fire department 
spokesman said. 

Later in the day there was a brisk fire in a 
palm tree caused by electric arcing at 40 S. 
Michllinda. There were no reports of injuries, just 
lines down. The storm lasted barely an hour and 
there was an unofficial report that the wind got 
up to about 50 mph. 

Police Chief Betts said damage was relatively 
light even though much of the community was 
without electricity and all of it was without cable 
television service the rest of the day. Electricity 
was resumed in about four hours in some parts of 
the town while other parts had no electricity for 
about 10 hours. 

Leaves, small limbs and fruits were down 
in abundance, and swimming pools were full of 
debris.

The Edwards arranged to have one Sunday off 
during their stay to give themselves two weeks 
to travel through England and Scotland.
